language: “If you stretch out a 
hand against British interests in 
the Middle East, we'll rap your 
knuckles.”

London’s Foreign Office may 
minimize the fact that squadrons 
of British fighter planes are scour- 
ing the skies in critical areas of 
the Egyptian and Trans-Jordan 
frontiers on grounds of normal 

security precautions. 

But there is no avoiding the im- 
plication that if the Zionists at- 
tempt to e more incursions 
into Egypt or probe toward the 
important Trans-Jordan port of 
Aqaba, fully loaded fighter planes

tians confined their quarrels to 
Palestine, the British took no ex- 
traordinary military action. Once 
the Israelis strayed out of those 
borders into an area Britain con- 
siders its own preserve, the reac- 
tion was quick, immediate and 
drastic.

such moves. 

Inauguration of regular patrol 
reconnaissance flights over the 
Trans-Jordan border areas and 
swift .additions to its fighting re- 
serves was the British answer.

The report added that a quarter of our 
crop land is being damaged at a rapid rate 
by erosion and other causes. Hugh Ben- 
nett, head of the Soli Conservation Service, 
recommends a 20-year soil conservation pro- 
gram, with an annual expenditure of about 
$375,000,000 a year.

President Truman regrested Congress to 
increase government revenue from taxation 
by four billion dollars a year, recommending 
that the principal source be corporate prof- 
its. He did not specify either an excess 
profits tax or an undistributed profits tax, 
but progressives in Congress would prefer 
either of these to a simple increase in the 
rate of corporation taxes. 

The simple increase would serve only to 
raise- revenue. The undistributed profits 
tax would make capital mor. easily avail- 
able to new enterprises and would deter the 
concentration of economic power. By mak- 
ing the top increments of income less at- 
tractive, an excess profits tax would dis- 
courage price increases, it is argued. 

The Administration has not yet made it 
clear whether it will support a flexible sys- 
tem of federal farm price guarantees, such 
ws President Truman recommended last 
summer, or will listen more closely to the 
proposal to guarantee 90 per cent of 
“parity” (1909-14 relationship of farm 
prices to other prices.) There are hints, 
however, that preference for some flexibfiity 
in farm price guarantees is being main- 
tained. 

Several of President Truman's economic 

proposals already have raised cries of 
“socialism.” In the view of Keyserling. 
and perhaps other economists associated 
with Administration economic thinking, 
these proposals do not really go beyond 
the principle of the protective tariff or 
the parcel post system. 

In the steel proposal—the most drastic to 
date—it is known that Truman will ask 
first for the appointment of a committee to 
make a new and conclusive study of the 
need for steel expansion.

Introduction to a Billion 


fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Since the birth of the New Deal the 
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The United States Supreme Court has made 
a lot of trouble by the way in which it has han- 
not only for trade unions, but also for many 
employers. It has made trouble for the. states 
and for Congress: And unless we miss our 
guess, the court has made trouble for itself. 

What is wrong is not so much the end at 


Which the Justices come out in the immediate 


cases, although there may even be argument on 
that, but in the manner in which they arrive at 
the end. By saying more than they needed to 
say, the Justices appear to have put the closed 


- shop under a judicial cloud. It is a question 


now what the states may do about guarantee- 
ing the closed shop when employes and employ- 
ers desire to put it in a contract. It is a ques- 
tion now as to whether there would be a con- 
flict between the court which handed down this 
decision and the restoration by Congress of the 
Wagner Act’s approval of the closed shop. 

Here are the basic facts: 

Sixteen states have passed laws or amended 
their Constitutions in such a way as to forbid 
the closed shop—the arrangement by which a 


union and an employer agree in a contract to 


‘work only union members. 

Most of these states are in the South.. The 
Southern nine are Tennessee, Arkansas, Texas, 
Louisiana, Georgia, Florida, North Carolina, 
Virginia and Maryland. Four other states make 
up a north-central agricultural, almost anti-labor 
bloc, namely, North and South Dakota, Nebraska 
and Iowa. The only other states with such pro- 
hibitions are Delaware, Nevada and Arizona. It 
is notable that the list contains no industrial 


state, such as New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 


Michigan or Tilinois, which has had extensive 
experience with the closed shop. 


A Court in Agreement 


North Carolina’s 1947 statute and the consti- 
tutional amendments of Nebraska and Arizona, 
both adopted in 1946, were challenged by labor 
unions. In each instance the state supreme 
court ruled against the union. It was on ap- 
peals from these rulings that the highest tri- 
bunal decided last Monday in upholding the anti- 
closed shop enactments. 

For a court which has been unanimous in only 
six of 27 decisions thus far this term, the 
Supreme Justices were in suprising agreement. 
Justice Black spoke for a‘unanimous bench in 
the merged Nebraska and North Carolina cases, 
to which Justices Frankfurter and Rutledge ap- 
pended concurring opinions. In the Arizona 
case, Justice Black was the spokesman for eight 
Justices. Only Justice Murphy dissented and 
he without opinion. 

The essence of the Black opinion is that the 
states are within their rights in specifying that 
a worker need not belong to a trade union. The 
senior Justice agrees that this may “weaken the 
bargaining power of unions and correspondingly 
strengthen the power of employers.” There are, 
he says, other ‘matters to be considered, as for 
example, the “employment opportunities of 
members of independent unions.” He then finds 
the prohibition of the closed shop to be a sort 
of opposite of the ban on the “yellow dog” con- 
tract—the odious employment contract in which 
the worker pledged himself not to join a union. 

In the end, Justice Black says that the Su- 
preme Court, at least since 1934, has 

consciously returned closer and closer to 
the earlier constitutional principle that 
states have power to legislate against what 
are found to be injurious practices in their 
internal commercial] and business affairs, so 
long as their laws do not run afoul of some 
specific federal constitutional prohibition, or 
of some valid federal law. 

Under this constitutional doctrine the due 
process clause is no longer to be so broadly 
construed that the Congress and the state 
legislatures are put in a strait-jacket when 

they attempt to suppress business and in- 
dustrial conditions which they regard as of- 
fensive to the public welfare. 

Now what is unfortunate about all this is that 
the effect of the language appears to have the 
court taking sides on the closed shop. It may be- 
lieve that it has left to the states the decision as 
to whether they forbid or tolerate the closed 
shop. The court may think it has issued an 
even-handed decision. We submit that in sum 
it seems not to have done so. Instead of decid- 
ing the issue closely on the constitutional right 
of the states to regulate their internal affairs, 
the Justices give the impression of disapprov- 
ing the closed shop. They have, in effect, linked 
the closed shop to “injurious practices” and 
“conditions offensive to the public welfare.” 
Even though this may not be their intention, or 
at least not the intention of all the Justices, it 
is, so we believe, a result. 


An Old Brandeis Letter 


Justice Frankfurter’s extended concurring 
opinion demonstrates this to a more marked de- 
gree. He is at great pains to say that the role 
of the Supreme Court is not to set social or eco- 
nomic policy. Pointing out that “Mr. Dooley’s 
‘th’ Supreme Coort follows th’ -iliction returns’ 


expressed the wit of cynicism, not the demand 
of principle,” Justice Frankfurter says that it 


is right that the court should be indifferent to 


public temper and public wishes.” 


Moreover, he fecalls that “Jefferson all his

tial shop a more reliable form of security both 
for unions and for society than the closed shop.” 

Now it happens that it was Justice Brandeis 
who in 1937 wrote the Supreme Court's decision 
in the case of Paul Senn of Milwaukee against 
the Tile Layers’ Protective Union. Senn, a non- 
union tile layer, hiring non-union workmen, 
complained that union pickets deprived him ot 
jobs and hence of his rights. 


Justice Brandeis, not in à letter but in a con- 


sidered decision, went to the heart of that issue. 
He said: “Each member of the unions, as well as 
Senn, has the right to strive to earn his living. 
Senn seeks to do so through exercise of his in- 
dividual skiil and planning. The union seeks to 
do so through combination. The disclosure of 
the facts may prevent Senn from. securing jobs 
he hoped to get. But a hoped-for job is not 
property guaranteed by the Constitution, and 
the diversion of it to a competitor is not an in- 
vasion of a constitutional right.” : 


As Impossible as Flying 


Where Justice Brandeis would have stood in 
the closed shop cases today, we do not presume 
to say. We are sure of this, however, he would 
not be bound by the past if he thought subse- 
quent experience showed the need for change. 
In his memorable opinion in New State Ice Co. 
vs. Leibman (1932), he took the view that Okla- 
homa had a right to enact a law prohibiting an 
increase in the number of ice companies unless 
the need for a new company: in an area was 
certified by the state. He said: 


It is one of the happy incidents of the 
federal system that a single courageous 
state may, if its citizens choose, serve as a 
laboratory and try novel social and eco- 
nomic experiments without risk to the rest 
of the country. This court may strike down 
the statute ... but in the exercise of this 
high power we must ever be on guard, lest 
we erect our prejudices into legal prin- 
ciples. If we would guide by the light of 
reason, we must let our minds be bold. 
Noting that there are many men now living 

who were in the habit of using the age-old ex- 
pression, It is as impossible as flying,“ Bran- 
deis said: The discoveries in physical science, 
triumphs in invention, attest to the value of the 
process of trial and error.” 

Perhaps the most notable appeal by Brandeis 
to his fellow Justices to search their souls 
rather than stay the hand of experimentation— 
whether in taxation or labor relations—came in 
his luminous opinion in Burnet vs. Coronado Oil 
and Gas Co. (1932). Asking the court to reverse 
itself frankly and thus permit the taxation of in- 
comes from leased state lands, then immune 
under outmoded precedent, he wrote: 


Not only may the decision of the fact 
have been rendered upon an inadequate 
presentation of the then existing conditions, 
but the conditions may have changed mean- 
while. Moreover, the judgment of the court 

in these earlier decisions may have been in- 
fluenced by prevailing views as to economic 
or social policy which have since changed. 


In cases involving constitutional issues of 
the character discussed, this court must, in 
order to reach sound conclusions, feel free 
‘to bring its opinions into agreement with 
experience and with facts newly ascer- 
tained, so that its judicial authority may, as 
Mr. Chief Justice Taney said, “depend alto- 
‘gether on the force of the reasoning by 
which it is supported.” 


The Unsettled Strike Question 


So much for Justice Frankfurter’s reliance on 
Louis D. Brandeis to appraise the closed shop. 
The point is that all of this consideration of the 
closed shop as wise or unwise public policy is 
unnecessary in these state cases. It would have 
been enough to do as Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes so often did. He said that it was im- 
material whether he agreed or did not agree, 
that the states had a right to experiment and 
that was that. Holmes had his say in such cases 
briefly and was done with it. 

Justice Frankfurter notes that in 1948 the 
voters of three states, Maine, Massachusetts and 
New Mexico, rejected anti-closed shop and 
otherwise labor restricting measures. He sug- 


gests that “what one state can refuse to do, an- 


other can undo.” 

But—and here is grave danger in the decision 
—can a state, if it so desires, guarantee labor’s 
right to a closed shop without running into con- 
flict with this new decision? Can a state’s ex- 
periment be just the opposite of the experi- 
ment which the court has now upheld? Has the 
court not made it possible for opponents of the 
closed shop to argue that such experimentation 
in permitting the closed shop is unconstitu- 
tional? In what position has the court left a 
union whose members prefer to go on strike for 
a closed shop rather than work with non-union 
employes? 

This last question is one Justice Rutledge 
found unanswered in Justice Black's opinion. 
Accordingly, on this matter’ Justice Rutledge re- 
served judgment “until it is squarely and ines- 
capably presented”—probably under strike con- 
ditions, since these cases were tests that did not 
involve closed shop strikes. 

The closed shop principle appeared in union 
rules as early as 1799 and by 1842 a closed shop 
strike was upheld in court in Massachusetts. 
That there have been abuses is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge. It is also a matter of common 
knowledge that the closed shop has worked not 
only satisfactorily, but with notable social and 
educational benefit in many instances. F

No decision of the Supreme Court for 
many years has stirred so much discussion 
and controversy as thkt upholding laws 
“adopted in Arizona, Nebraska and North 


Carolina outlawing the closed shop. Com-. 


ing from a court labeled New Deal by bit- 
ter critics of the Roosevelt Administration, 
the decision caused tremendous surprise. 

In a sober, careful opinion, Justice Hugo 
L. Black found that state legislatures were 
entirely within their 
powers in passing 
laws specifying that 
an individual need 
not belong to a trade 
union in order to 
take a job. The only 
dissent came from 
Justice Frank Mur- 
phy and that in the 
instance of the Ari- 
zona law.

should read Justice Black's opinion and, 
equally important, the concurring opin- 
ion of Justice Felix Frankfurter. From 
Justice Frankfurter, who has been slurred 
more than anyone on the court by a smear 
‘bund, has come a penetrating analysis of 
the rights of the individual in relation to 
the power of mass organization. It throws 
a revealing light on the struggles of a so- 
ciety that seems to be moving toward 
greater and greater centralized authority.

To Compel or Persuade? 


Above all for the leaders of the mass 
unions with their 16,000,000 members, the 
Frankfurter opinion should cause soul- 
searching. For the opinion raises the ques- 
tion whether, with the great power that 
they now wield in American life, the unions 
should rely upon the “power to compel 
rather than to persuade the allegiance of 
its reluctant members.” 

The plain truth is that unions in this 
country, or most of them, have put far too 
much reliance on the force of law to build 
and hold their membership. Historically, 
you can see why this happened—against the 
background of the implacable resistance of 
the biggest employers to any unions at all. 

But it is nevertheless the big weakness of 
American trade unionism. The prime ex- 
ample is John L. Lewis’ United Mine Work- 
ers, which operates through the closed chop, 
the check-off and total domination from 
the top. 

Trade union managers now have politi- 


that probably will be done fairly early in 
the session. 

Precisely here at this peak of power the 
union managers need to take a long look 
at the road by which they came to power.

Appeal to Brandeis 


The Frankfurter. opinion quotes at some 
length from the late Justice Louis D. Bran- 
deis, who feared and abhorred the power 
of coercion in mass wealth and mass or- 
ganization. Justice Frankfurter quotes 
him as summing up his views on unionism 
as follows: 

“It is not true that the ‘success of a la- 
bor union necessarily means a perfect 
monopoly.’ The union, in order to attain 
and preserve for its members industrial 
liberty, must be strong and stable. It need 
not include every member of the trade. 
Indeed, it is desirable for both the em- 
ployer and the union that it should not. 
Absolute power leads to excesses and to 
weakness: neither our character nor our 
intelligence can long bear the strain of un- 
restricted power. The union attains suc- 
cess when it reaches the ideal condition, 
and the ideal condition for a union is to 
be strong and stable, and yet to have in 
the trade outside its own ranks an ap- 
preciable number of men who are non- 
unionist. In any free community the di- 
versity of character, of beliefs, of taste 
indeed mere selfishness—will insure such a 
supply, if the enjoyment of this privilege 
of individualism is protected by law. Such 
a nucleus of unorganized labor will check 
the oppression by the union as the union 
checks oppression by the employers.” 


In Britain and Sweden 


Those words were written nearly 40 years 
ago. But Justice Brandeis was so remark- 
ably foresighted that they might have been 
written yesterday to apply directly to our 
time. 

Justice Frankfurter points out that in 
the two countries where industrial democ- 
racy is most advanced, Great Britain and 
Sweden, unions do not for the most part 
put their reliance laws that guarantee 
the closed shop the check-off. ‘They

10 one who ever thought a 
‘fish was a simple creature in 
the scale of living things, 
this book will be a shock. Under 
the light of Chapman Pinscher's 
research, a fish looks like a most 
complex organism. 

The reader may feel an incon- 
gruity in looking too closely into 
what makes a fish—especially a 
game fish. It’s too much like 
ana! zan ice cream cone. 
Both were made for enjoyment, 
not dissection. 

However, out of a maze of 
ecientific data, the author derives 
some practical advice for fisher- 
men. He finds—from a. study of 
vision and the effects of sound— 
that anglers will catch more fish 
if they stay low on the bank and 
remain quiet. 

Pinscher says the sense of 
taste is highly developed in most 
fish, thus emphasizing the need 
for a rapid strike with artificial 
lures, Use of colored baits for 
freshwater fishes has scientific 
approval. 

The author thrusts aside much 
lore on the effect of tempera- 
tures with the statement that 
only one generalization can be 
made: Fish are least inclined to 
feed when temperature condi- 
tions are changing. 

Although fish have been re- 
ported as showing intelligence 
(two male lampreys co-operating 
to remove a large stone: north- 
ern swelifish that attack the for- 
midable blue crab in groups; the

the line), Pinscher conelude 
that they are not. He found that 
fish cannot apply to a new set of 
conditions lessons learned in dif- 
ferent circumstances. 

For those wu like statistics, 
there are tables showing that cat- 
fish kept in ponds or aquaria, 
have lived to te 60 years old: 
an eel, 55; trout, 18: pike, 14: 
salmon, 13, and mackerel, 4 
years. As for speeds, the sail- 
fish has been clocled at 68 miles 
an hour, the salmon at 25, blue 
shark at 24%, trout, 43; dass, 
12, and eel, 7%.

A person who has a hunting 
permit only may catch frogs by 
hand or with a hand net. The 
holder of a fishing permit, hew- 
ever, cannot use a rifle oi pistol 
to get frogs. An artificial light 
may be used. 

Take and possession li 
unchanged for fish and 
no length limits. 

Limits and Daily Takes. 

Limits for the various species, 
with the daily take listed first, 


are: 

Wall-eyed pike—four and six. 

Trout, black bass and channel 
cat—six and 10. 

Crappie, white bass, yellow bass, 
rock bass (goggle-eye)—nine and 
15. 

Bluegill and black perch — 12 
and 20. 

Whether fishermen will consider 
the new regulations a boon or a 
bane remains to be seen. Some 
fishermen will be unhappy be- 
cause black bass and jack salmon 
may not be taken from such 
places as Lake Wappapello, Lake 
of the Ozarks and Mississippi 
river navigation pools until May 
30 instead of March 15,. as for- 
merly. Resort owners are defi- 
nitely unhappy.

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Planning a Year's 
Work on the Farm 


By Leonard Hall 


OW is it that once the new year gets underway, we start 
looking forward to tomorrow with a new spirit? 
experience tells us that the worst of winter still lies ahead 

- that there's many a week before the first band of northward- 
trending ducks will drop in 
on the pond,’ or the first 
spring peepers sing from the 
puddles along the roadside. 
Yet the cycle of the year 
has started once again and 
now all our plans are for the 
season ahead. Now, in the 
evenings, we bring the old 
typewriter down to a place 
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in front of the log fire, or 


spread out the farm maps 

and promise ourselves that 

this year we'll somehow 

keep ahead of the work. 

Now we mark down the 

progress which has been 

made, note where there were 

failures in accomplishment 

last season, lay our plans 

for each field on the farm. 

We know the genera] ends 

in view. They are, in fact, 

set down in black and white 

on our plans for the next five years. Steadily increasing pro- 

ductivity for each field to the limit of its capabilities—and live- 

stock keeping pace to harvest all crops we raise. Here a field 
which was used last summer will be cut for hay. | 

Over there we must re-seed the alfalfa and brome grass 

which, for all our pains, sprouted and died in the long drouth

Down in the bottom, last year’s grass seedings will 
be sub-solled to let the roots go deeper and to store up 
water which now stands on the surface until June and 
then evaporates to let the soil bake in the July sun.

ARAH SMITH ScoLLARD 

was possibly the richest of all 
™ the suckers. She was certain- 
ly the weirdest and, to me, the 
most colorful. In the tradition of 
female suckers, she was an elder- 
ly widow who tottered about with 
a cherubic, motherly face and 
figure. -A little out of tradition 
was her bank balance of $10,000,- 
000, her unmotherly penchant for 
stealing dimes out of poker jack- 
pots, and her ability to handle her 
business affairs with the aplomb 
of a Morgan partner. 

Mrs. Smith-Scollard was born 
in 1858 of a fine family. She is 
said to have found the roistering 
saloons of the pioneer West more 
interesting than a sedate home. 
Somewhere along the line she met 
“Hecla” Jim Smith, the humble 
carpenter who discovered the fab- 
ulous Hecla copper mine at Wal- 
lace, Idaho. She lived as Hecla 
Jim’s common-law wife until 1907, 
when he married her on his death- 
bed in Chicago. 

The widow Smith found herself 
with 95,000 shares of Hecla Jim’s 
mining stock, $400,000 in cash, and 
substantial real estate holdings in 
Chicago. She had no time for 
crocheting, however, and took an 
active interest in the affairs of the 
Hecla Mining Co. She dabbled in 
the Chicago grain market and in 
Chicago real with such skill 
that she became known as the 
“Hetty Green of La Salle street.” 

The widow Smith married again 
in 1915. She gave her high-born 
spduse a wedding gift of $50,000. 
He went through that and $150,000 
more before she divorced him and 
began devoting herself to further 
spectacular business dealings. Her 
greatest business coup was hold- 
ing on to her copper stock as it 
went from 27 cents per share to 
$27 per share during the first 
World War. 

When the war was done she 
was worth some $10,000,000 in non- 
taxable bonds, cash and jewels. 
She was addicted to sewing 310 
000 bills in her dresses and min- 
gling with some of Chicago’s bet- 
ter confidence men who, in hopes 
of future gains, were willing to 
overlook her habit of stealing 
dimes ‘out of poker pots. One of 
those bunco men was George F, 
Scollard, who came complete with 
lush phrases, a handsome face 
and figure, and a Van Dyke beard. 
Scollard had been set upon the 
widow Smith by a less physically 
gifted confidence man. 

She was 68 when Scollard came 
a-calling and so fatal were her 
charms that George divorced his 
wife, Maud Harvey Scollard.

CLIFF DWELLINGS 
NATIONAL MONUMENT 


High in the northeast corner of 
the ing Superstition Moun- 
tains are the Tonto Ruins, a na- 
tional monument which any visitor 
to Arizona’s Valley of the Sun 
should make it a point to see. 

These silent ruins are the only 
remaining evidence of a people 
who more than 600 years ago 
wrested their ving from the sur- 
rounding mountains and desert 
and then, — 5 nec, or more, 
mysteriously ppeared. 

Today, the people who inhabited 
the Tonto Ruins are referred to as 
the Salado people, because it is 
believed they originally lived and 
farmed along the banks of the Rio 
Salado (Salt River). Marauding 
enemy tribes eventually forced 


them to seek safer homes. 

Located about 95 miles northeast 
of here, along the Apache Trail, 
the ruins reveal a remarkable in- 
genuity employed by these pre- 
historic Indians in building their 
structures. Constructed of mate- 
rials gathered from the rocky, cac- 
tus-strewn hillsides, their dwell- 
ings were put together 80 sub- 
stantially that they have remained 
practically intact for 600 years. 

Built in Caves. 

Actually, there are two ruins, 
both built in natural caves up the 
side of the mountain, with one 
considerably above the other. 
Great overhanging cliffs protected 
the caves from attack above, and 
the deep, rocky slopes in Cholla 
Canyon below made surprise at- 
tacks almost impossible. Extended 
vistas over the surrounding coun- 
try were added protection. That 
these Indians feared attack and 
built their homes defensively is 
shown by the outer walls of the 
ruins, which originally covered the 
entire opening of the caves. En- 
trance to the lower ruin was by 
crevices in one end—and these 
could be reached only by a foot 
ladder, 

Both the lower and upper ruins 
are similarly built and were lived 
in contemporaneously. The upper 
is considerably larger, having 
about 75 rooms, some of them on 
three levels. This ruin is reached 
only by ascent over steep slopes, 
however. The lower ruin, which 
most visitors see, is readily 
reached by a half mile trail which 
‘zig-zags up the mountain side. 
The lower ruin has about 15 
ground floor rooms, many of 
which had second stories above. 
While Tonto Ruins was partially 
devastated, more by vandalism 
than by weathering, much still 
stands in an excellently preserved 
condition. 


Mysterious Light. 

A mysterious light which ap- 
pears frequently along the Atlan- 
tic Coast Line y near 
Wilmington, N. C., has never been 
explained, but natives say it is the 
lantern of a brakcman who was 
killed in a railway accident many 
years ago. The Brown Mountain 
lights, 300 miles away, have puz- 
zled Tar Heels for 100 years, and 
still are not explained.

If there is fast and favorable 
action in the two states where 
the bonus already has passed the 
first' tests—Indiana and Pennsyl- 
vania—the total could be raised 
to about $26,632,256,000 in 1949. 

These two—and other states— 
may get into the bonus column. 
Or they may not. Bonus proposi- 
tions got approval of voters in 
six states in last November’s elec- 
tion but were defeated in Ne- 
braska, Oregon, Wisconsin and 
Missouri. 

The nine states already paying 
bonuses are Vermont, New 
Hampshire, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Illinois, Michigan, New 
York, Connecticut and Ohio. A 
recent tally showed they had dis- 
tributed 4,112,543 checks for a 
total of $1,207,000,000.

Bonus plans have been approved 
in referenda in Iowa, Minnesota, 
North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Louisiana and Washington.

DOCTOR’S COSTS 
UP 40 PCT. IN FOUR 
YEARS, INCOME 23 


RUTHERFORD, N. J., Jan. 8 
(AP)—It cost the average non- 
salary doctor $7200 to practice in 
1947, an increase of 40 per cent 
over his costs in 1943, says the 
magazine Medical Economics. 

During this time, thee average 
doctor’s net income increased 23 
per cent, the business magazine 
for physicians adds. His 1947 pro- 
fessional expenses were triple the 
average amount spent in 1935. 

Physicians in the Far West had 
the highest average professional 
expenses, and the highest net in- 
come, the magazine said. Oper- 
ating costs were lowest in New 
England and the Middle Eastern 
states, including New York, and 
so were the average net incomes 
of doctors in those areas.

ot the mirror, 18 inches from the 
rim, was found to be 20.millionths 
ot an inch too high. 


The defect was attributed main- 


to temperature changes. 


Dr. Bowen said the outside edge 


; of the mirror was adjusting itself 
to temperature changes more rap- 


idly than the part of the mirror 


near the center. As a result, the 


edge was turned up by different 


amounts, depending on the tem- 


rature to which the mirror had 
n exposed in the preceding 24 
hours. 

.The strategy for remedying the 
minute, but important, defect con- 
sists of devising a means to equal- 
ize the temperature with air be- 
tween the mirror and inside the 
mounting point sockets around 
the outside edge. 


Two Methods Considered. 
A system of small fans may be 


installed inside the cel] that holds 
the mirror so as to circulate air 


to equalize the change.

What does this relief amount 
to for the individual Indian? In 
December the Navajo service still 
paid only one-third of budgeted 
needs. Thus, an Indian family 
needing $60 a month for food, 
clothing and household needs re- 
ceived aid of $20. 

There were 1632 cases of fam- 
ilies receiving this help in Octo- 
ber. There were 125 other families 
on general assistance with an av- 
erage of $40 a month financed 
entirely from stute funds. 

Indian Bureau officials blame 
Congress for the Navajos’ uncer- 
tain lot. Others say Indian Bu- 
reau administration is much to 
blame. 

Ask almost any Navajo what he 
thinks, and chances are 99 out 
of 100 he will answer something 
like this: “We're tired of all 
this talk, talk, talk. For years 
we've been hearing it—all this 
talk. They say they'll get us 
schools—hospitals — roads — they 
say they'll get us the moon. But 
all they do is take away our 
sheep. They close our schools. 
They us die from disease. Let 
them talk. All we want is to be 
left alone!”

characterized orchid in the past. 

The research of Dr. Gustav A. L. Mehlquist of 
Shaw's Garden and Washington University deals 
with the number of tiny bodies called chromosomes 
that are found in a plant's cells. It has been es- 
tablished that productivity, size and texture of most 
plants are related to the number of chromosomes— 
usually the more chromosomes the larger and 
heavier the plant. Dr. Mehlquist is first to investi- 
gate extensively chromosome numbers in various 
orchid species, and his data is of great 
value to orchid fanciers in general and commercial 
growers in particular. 

Chromosomes are small bodies (they look like 
worms) in the nucleus of a cell, which is the funda- 
mental structural and functional unit of all plant 
and animal organisms. Composed largely a ro- 
teins, chromosomes carry hereditary units 
genes. Size and number of chromosomes vary 
greatly among plants, — they normally are ar- 
ranged in om each pair constituting 
one set. Seer ideas caemaeiee imee Germ diene 
each cell and therefore are known as diploids ( di“ 
meaning two and “ploid’’ meaning set). Deviation 
from this normal number of sets ordinarily makes 
a plant less fertile, except when the number of sets 
is exactly doubled. Plants with four sets of chromo- 


* 


somes instead of two are tetraploids (tetra: four). 

When a diploid is crossed with a diploid, the 
offspring are diploid; tetraploid parents will pro- 
duce tetraploids. But a diploid crossed with a tetra- 
ploid usually results in triploids with three sets of 
chromosomes, a condition that causes sterility. 
This explains to a large extent the spccess or lack 
of it experienced by orchid growers who, knowing 
nothing about chromosome types, depended solely 
on appearance in selecting plants for breeding. 

o determine the number of chromosomes in 
an orchid's cells, Dr. Mehlquist takes a small 
piece of root tip that may contain thousands of 
cells and makes it into a microscope slide. The 
chromosomes can be seen plainly under a micro- 
scope. By counting the number in several different 
cells he classifies the plant as a diploid, triploid, 
tetraploid, etc., it having been determined previ- 
ously, through a study of sex cells, the base number 
of sets for the species. This base number is the 
diploid number. 

He has found that orchids of the genus Cattleya, 
the type commonly grown for corsage flowers, 
usually contain 40 chromosomes arranged in two 
sets of 20 each, them diploids. In the genus 
Cypripedium (Lady Slipper), different species often 
have different numbers of chromosomes but the 
commonest seems to be 26 arranged in two sets of 


13 each—also a diploid. While tetraploid plants, with 


four chromosome sets, frequently have larger and 


thicker leaves and flowers and are good seed pro- 


ducers—as in the case of Lady Slipper orchids, most 
iris, dahlias, roses, etc.—Cattleya orchids are the e- 
ception. Cattleya tetraploids as a rule are no larg- 
er than their diploid relatives but are of heavier 
texture and therefore more suitable for long-distance 
shipments and for corsage use.

© UNDERSTAND how an orchid, or any plant, might 

change from a diploid to a tetraploid, it is essential to 

know something about the behavior of chromosomes— 
those minute bodies that compose the bulk of a cell’s nucleus 
and carry the hereditary units called genes. Growth of plants 
is accomplished through three fundamental processes: Cell 
division, cell enlargement and cell differentiation. In cell 
division, the process by which a single cell divides to be- 
come two cells, distribution of the chromosomes determines 
the distribution of the genes. 

Cell divisions are of two types: Meiosis, which is con- 
cerned with reproduction of the species, and mitosis, con- 
cerned with growth. Meiosis takes place in a plant's repro 
ductive organs, results in formation of eggs (female cells) and 
pollen grains (male cells). In mitosis, the number of chromo- 
somes remains the same; as the parent cell divides, each 
its chromosomes also divides, half going to each newly formed 
cell. Thus each new cell has the same number of chromo- 
somes and the same number of sets as the parent.

pie, a rich, open-faced custard type pie, is said 
to have originated in Mississippi, one of the principal 


pecan-growing states. It is now a popular dessert 
in the North as well as the South. 

Dan Weaver, vice president of Busy Bee Candy 
Company and former superintendent of its N divi- 
sion, uses a sirup mixture in making the pie. Sugar, 
whole eggs, salt and cake flour are beaten until thick 
and creamy. Pecan sirup, consisting of water, light corn 
sirup and honey, is added with vanilla and the mix- 
ture is beaten vigorously for three or four minutes. It is 
then poured into two unbaked 5 shells, bo pes with 
pecan halves-and baked in a oven ( degrees) - 
for 30 to 35 minutes. Pie should be allowed to cool 
before cutting. 

INGREDIENTS: One-half cup sugar, three large 
whole eggs, three-fourths cup cake flour, pinch of salt, 
one and one-half cups water, one and one-fourth cups 
light corn sirup, four tablespoons honey, one teaspoon 
vanilla flavoring, two cups shelled , enough pie 
dough for two open-face shells. ese amounts will 
make two eight-inch pies.
